certain that the Comaunists had no such plans in the making, and t r ist 
maneuverings were in a very preliminary state when the government took action. 


2, As a result of the latest government move, the following members of the 
Commun'st Party and active particinants in the Communist-dominated Comite de 
Reorganizacion Cbrera Sindical (URCS) have been sent to Nicaragua: Luis Felipe 
Cative, Cecilio Napoleon Villacorta, Eliseo Romero, Julio ¢. Lopez, Vicente 
Urrutia Letona, Julio Lemus, Jose Antonio Diaz, and Jacinto Castellanos Rivas. 
Others sent to Nicaragua who have Commu ist records, but who are rot known to 
be affiliated with the Party, were Pedro Noubleau, Marcos Antonio Trigueros 
“onge, and Jose Ricardo Escobar. 


3, Rightists who have previovs records of p»litical activity against the present 
governnent, mainly in behalf of forrer President Osmin Aguirre y Salinas, also 
were sent to Nicaragua. This group ineluded Francisco Aguilar Nunez, Antonio 
Gutierrez Diaz, Eugenio Aguilar Triqueros, Antonio Artiga, Arturo Alvarado :

| | 4, Arrange:ents for Nicaragua's acceptanea of these exiles are said to have been 
nade by Lieutenant Colonel Rafael Carranza fraya, Inspector General of the 
Salvadoran Army who »ade a "routine! trip to “‘anagua on 8 “larch with a Salva- 
doran economic cowmission, General Anastasio Somoza is supposed to have agreed 
to accept the rightists without too muc? difficulty, but insisted that arrange 
ments be rade as soon as possible to move the Communists on to another country. 
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Early reports on persons arrested included the name of Lieutenant Colonel. 
‘liguel Angel Parada, Chief of the Department of -litary Justice, and a 
person considered to be susceptible to rightist intrigue. Subsequent infor~ 
mation has revealed that Parada has not teen jailed, but he has been relieved 
of bis army duties, 


As an aftermath to the government crack-down, there followed the closing of 
CROS headquarters, and the open charge that this organization had been opera~ 
ting illegally, and that it was pro-Communist, Salvador C. Carpio, the CROS 
leader, avoided arrest by flecing froin his home before the police arrived to 
take hia into custody. Other Communist labor leaders and Party intellectuals 
had not baen molested up to 16 March, and source believed it unlikely that 
further large seale arrests would be made,
